The replacement drawings originally filed 12/19/05 are objected to under 35 
U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that 
no amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The specific 
elements shown in the replacement drawings were not clearly shown in the original figures as 
such they represent new matter. Applicant is required to provide drawings that do not introduce 
new matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2-12 and 14-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It is not 
understood how the intersection area or attachment area is defined. At least one embodiment of 
such feature should be supported by the instant specification. Note for instance if the 
intersection/attachment area is different from such area as taught by the reference to Fineberg, 
how is it different? Further since such difference would be a structurally defined physical 
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difference. In other words applicant has shown a design for a helmet but has neglected to specify 
details of the structure needed to make the helmet. 

Response to Arguments 


Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/17/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. It remains the examiner's opinion that the specification as originally filed is lacking 
in the specific details regarding the intersection attachment area in order to allow one of ordinary 
skill in the art to make and use the intersection.
